of past dolays and the failuro of tho Do- 
minion Government to carry out thoir 
Railway and other obligations to tho Pro- 
vince." — Extract from the Separation Me- 
morial laid before the House August 21th, 
1878. 

The memorial of which the above is 
tho ossenco is the offspring of a caucus 
of the Government members of Parlia- 
ment. Tho document is not as hot and 
strong, or as spicy and " decisivo " as 
somo ardent fire-eaters desired. On tho 
contrary, it is much milder than the 
country had reason to expect after tho 
stridulent eloquence of some of the 
orators during the recent election can- 
vass. There is no vein of blood and 
thunder running through tho memorial; 
no talk about going on tho -warpath 
aftor Canada's scalp; no threat to seize 
Her Majesty's customs; or to export 
the Governor in tho hold of a ship ; no 
free rides on rails, or tar and feather- 
ings, or burnings in effigy. In place of 
a Separation dish well-seasoned with 
the hottest kind of spice and sent to 
the table by the Government cooks, 
what do wo find 1 An olla podrida of 
odds and ends, with tho faintest dash 
of cayenno. In the extract before 
us the Imperial Government is asked 
to permit British Columbia to collect 
her own customs and exciso and withdraw 
from the Union in tho event of Canada 
failing to carry into effect the terms of 
the settlement of 1871, on or before 
the first day of May next. " And shall 
also," continues the prayer, " IN ANY 
event, bo entitled to be compensated for 
losses sustained by reason of past de- 
lays," etc. " In any event " — that is, 
in tho event of tho Imperial Govern- 
ment telling tho Province, "you will 
not be suffered to withdraw from the 
Union," — the Province .shall be com- 
pensated for past delays and tho fail 
ure of the Dominion Government to 
carry out their railway and other obli- 
gations to tho Province." Here 
is the principle of Compensation 
proposed by the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment, suggested by Lord Carnarvon in 
his dispatch of December, 187G, and 
supported by The Colonist, actually ad- 
mitted — endorsed — prayed for by the 
Government and approved by its or- 
gan I The antidote accomrnpanies tho 
poison. Tho Separation thorn is ex- 
tracted by the Compensation needle. 
What more remains to be said or done? 
The memorial is ten times more moder- 
ate than wc anticipated ; and although 
we. do not fancy the Separation clause 
because it hints at an impracticability, 
yet should it pave the way to an un- 
derstanding on the basis of Compensa- 
tion for past dejays its use in a harm- 
less way may in a measure bo atoned 
for. The advocates of "decisive" mea- 
sures had to be tickled with a straw, 
and a show of something " decisive " 
had to be made to satisfy them — henco 
the Separation clause. Separation may- 
be regarded in advance as impractica- 
ble. The Imperial Government may 
attach very little importance to that 
part of tho memorial ; or they may 
sharply rap our Government over the 
knuckles for even remotely hinting at 
Buch a termination of tho misunder- 
standing. That they will not seriously 
assent to it we are convinced. Life is 
too short to devote time in discussing im- 
possibilities. We prefer, therefore, to 
let the impossible part of the mem- 
orial "slide," and consider tho Com- 
pensation clause. In the extract 
we have given the GoTernment speak 
► of "the failure of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to carry out their railway and 
other obligations." What are tho "other 
obligations." The memorial is searched 
in vain for any reference to them. 
There is none. There is nothing that 
leads' up to them. The railway ques- 
tion (with tho assistance of a quotation 
from tho dispatch of tho Elliott Gov- 
ernment in March, 1877,) is discussed 
with some vigor ; but there is absolutely 
no reference to "other obligations" 
which tho Dominion have failed to 
carry out. Tho Government should 
remember that the memorial will come 
beneath the criticism of the British 
statesman whoso diplomacy has recently 
baftled tho most astute statesmen of 
Europe ; that "tho man who brought 
the Czar to his knees" and converted 
the Mediterranean into an English hike 
will have something to say to a proposi- 
tion whidh, if carried out, would dis- 
member an empire, and that empire an 
appanage of the British Crown. Does 
it appear reasonable that having just 
consolidated the British empire in the 
east tho British Ministry will quietly 
assent to its disintegration in the west 1 
Those who answer in the affirmative 
must have studied British history to 
very little purpose. The slipshod al- 
lusion to "other obligations" may satisfy 
this House ; but will it -run the gaunt- 
lot successfully at London ? In order 
to be effectivo the memorial must set 
forth the obligations besides that of the 
railway in which Canada stands to- 
wards the Provinco in the relation of a 
defaulter ; and wo would respectfully 
urge on the Government to so amend 
the memorial as to admit of the inser- 
tion of a full statement of the other 
points, if auy, at issue. So far British 
Columbia has had the best of the argu- 
ment. Sho has a valid claim against 
the Dominion for the Island railway, 
or in lieu thereof Compensation, and for 
a transcontinental railway. Successive 
Governments have urged the claims of 
the Province, and the slander brought 
against tho Elliott Government of col- 
lusion with tho Ottawa Government to 
defraud the Province of the fruits of 
Confederation is best answered by the 



statement of tho fact that the memorial 
before us is partly made up from a dis- 
patch of Mr. Elliott on the subject of 
the railway. 

We are not now considering the pro- 
bable effect of the memorial on the Ot- 
tawa Government. They may not re- 
gard the proposition to separate as seri- 
ously intended. They may look upon 
it as a bit of "bounce" — meant to re- 
leaso this Government from its Separa- 
tion pledges and lead up to an amica- 
ble and friendly undertanding on tho 
basis of Compensation for delays. But 
should that Government recognize in it 
a serious desire on the part of British 
Columbia to withdraw from the Union, 
what might follow 1 A refusal to take 
the responsibility of letting a contract 
for railway construction within the Pro- 
vinco, for if Canada stood in want of a 
pretext for the abandonment of the rail- 
way, sho has it now. Wo hope that no 
such construction will bo placed on the 
memorial at Ottawa. In spite of 
the Separation clause of tho memorial 
we beliovo that the Provinco is pro- 
pared to accept any just Compensation 
that may be recommended by the Im- 
perial Government, provided it prove 
sufficient to securo the Carnarvon set- 
tlement in spirit if not in letter. We 
regret the allusion to Separation be- 
cause, as wo have said, it gives Canada 
(which konws inadvancethatSeparation 
will not bo granted) a pretext for aban- 
doning,what would seem to bo her pre- 
sent intention of proceeding with, the 
main line, and of opening negotiations 
— which may involve several years 
more of delay — for tho framing of a 
new treaty on a basis less favorable to 
the Provinco than the original treaty. 
But should Canada regard the allusion 
in tho light that it is regarded here she 
will proceed with the work as contem- 
plated and submit to the ar- 
bitration of the Imperial Government 
the amount of Compensation that Cana- 
da should pay British Columbia for 
past delays and in lieu of tho Island 
railway — as suggested by Lord Carnur- 



GO VENNMENTA L SUA BB I NESS. 

Wednesday's debate on the Estimates 
brought to light tho shabby fact that 
the reduction in tho official salaries will 
date from July 1st, the Estimates thus 
having a retrogressive effect. We are 
not surprised at tho amazement anil in- 
dignation of the Opposition, when the 
fact was dragged from the Finance Mi- 
nister;- but wo do wonder at Hon. Mr. 
Humphreys — who has in times gone by 
suffered from the lash of a tyrannical 
Ministry backed by a servile majority; 
nvho has all but wailed from behind tho 
bars of a prison ; and who was 
once spat upon from the gal- 
leries for defending the downtrod- 
den — threatening that the officials 
would fare all the worse for the at- 
tempt of the Opposition to have justice 
done them. Mr. Walkem, too, was 
wont to be looked upon as a liberal aijd 
just Minister. Have the two years and 
a-half that he passed in Opposition sour- 
ed his nature 1 If an official is entitl- 
ed to a month's notice or a month's pay 
in the event of dismissal, is not the of- 
ficial whoso services are retained en- 
titled to the same consideration in the 
event of a reduction ? 

GOVERNMENT MONOPOLY OF 
THE TELEPHONE. 



Tho British government is going to 
make a corner on the telephone. Under 
the terms of a bill now pending, which 
was introduced by Lord John Manners, 
postmaster general, it is proposed "that 
in the construction of the Telegraph 
Act, 18G9, the term telegraph shall, in 
addition to the meaning assigned to it 
•by the act, include any apparatus for 
transmitting messages or other com- 
munication with the aid of electricity, 
magnetism or any other like agency." 
As the British government paid $50,- 
000,000 in 18G9 for the telegraph lines, 
and has ever since worked them as a 
public and postal agency, there is very 
little probability that parliament will 
allow tho organization of a new corpor- 
ate monopoly to undermine and destroy 
its present system. Mr. Bell, the Eng- 
lish patentee, will probably get pay for 
sucli use of his invention as the govern- 
ment may make of it.

TROCADERO PALACE- 
ADAM TO EDISON- 



FROM THE TIME OF 
-RELICS AND CURI- 
OSITIES OF ALL AGES AND FROM ALL 
COUNTRIES ABROAD. 



Paris, July 20th, 187S. 

The right wing of the Trocadero pal- 
ace, the annex to the main building, is 
devoted to antiquities, which have been 
so arranged as to give a connected view 
of tho progressive developemnt of the 
arts, and form a fitting introduction to 
their present advanced condition. Even 
tho pro-historic relics of the human race 
are displayed there to complete the 
series. Tho exposition is thus not only 
of tho present but of the past. It gives 
the history of human labor in various 
countries from the earliest periods, and 
becomes to a great degreo an exposition 
of mental developement of the human* 
race. It is impossiblo to pass success- 
ively from tho inspection of tho imple- 
ments of stone, bronze, iron, and, finally, 
of steel, wifliout recognizing a pro- 
gressive developemnt of humanity. 
The galleries of the antiquities make 
the exhibition an unwritten history of 
civilization which every one can read, 
of whatever nation or language. It 
attracts tho peasant and tho scholar, 
and teaches history and physiology by 
the contrast of the productions of human 
labor of all periods and countries. 

The French exhibit is tho most com- 
plete, as a whole, and is divided by 
partitions into a series of halls or 
apartments, so as to more distinctly 
mark tho different periods. 

Tho pre-historic period is brought 
boldly forward by tho extensive collec- 
tions which have been made in various 
parts of Europe during tho past ten 
years, such as implements of stone from 
tho bone carvers, peat bogs, and from 
the lake dwellings of Scotland. 

The cases are filled with enormous 
spear-heads of flints, hatchets and other 
rudely-made implements formed by 
chipping and without polish. These oc- 
cur in association with tho bones and 
teeth of the extinct cavo bear, tho elo- 
phant, and the niastadon, and specimens 
of theso aro displayed in tho same cases. 
These rudely-made implements are sup- 
posed to belong to the first or earliest 
period. A second or later period of 
the stone age is indicated by implements 
of a superior finish; such as were ground 
down to smooth surfaces, and in some 
instances polished. The next hall con- 
tains instruments of the bronze period, 
extending to tho GallovRoman. The 
objects consist chiefly of cutting instru- 
ments, agricultural imnlements, lamps, 
and objects of ornament, such a brace- 
lets of bronze and of gold, rings and 
pins. Of tho latter a largo collection 
contains pins with a shield for tho 
points, and a spiral spring at the back 
almost identical in form with some of 
the patent pins of the present day. 

Tlienoxt hall is devoted to the Celtic 
and Gallic relics, and contains the re- 
markable golden necklaces from the 
museum of Toulouse. The representa- 
tion of the work of the middle ages is 
characterised by a majority of church 
ornaments and relics, such as oak chests, 
seals, caskets, croziers, bronze sot with 
masses of rock-crystal like those of 
China and Japan; ivory carvings, illum- 
inated missals of vellum, swords and 
chain armor. 

The fifth hall contains objects of the 
sixteenth century, or the Renaissance 
period. Here are found curiously fashion- 
ed iron locks and keys, cutting instru- 
ments, jewels and a few nearly spherical 
watches. The enamels of Limoges oc- 
cupy a large space and come in great 
part from the collection of Baron Roths- 
child. 

At the entrance of -tho sixth hall, 
representing the arts of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries, a curious col- 
lection of high-heeled boots and shoes 
attract considerable attention. There, 
also, are seen the faiences of Rouen and 
the production of the renowned Palli- 
say, old furniture, mirrors, invalid 
cabinets, black letter books and speci- 
mens of book-binding. The collections 
of this period are continued in the halls 
beyond, and comprise the porcelain of 
Sevres, richly wrought table services of 
silver, tapestries, miniatures, snuff- 
boxes, thread, lace and elaborately dec- 
orated fans. Although the collection of 
antiquities as a whole is very large and 
interesting it cannot be regarded as a 
complete exhibit of the progress of 
human labor up to the present time. 
The wonderful advances made in the 
mechanical arts of the present century, 
and the various applications of science 
to the arts, are not historically shown. 
The collection is also deficient in re- 
presentation of tho ancient arts, and 
civilization of China, Japan, Egypt, 
Mexico, Central America and Peru. 

Somebody has said that Americans 
make the best Frenchmen of all the 
foreigners who flock here from all parts 
of the globe; and from what I have seen 
of them abroad, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that such is really the fact. The 
English are always English, and pro- 
menade, in London styles on the Rue 
de Rivoli, affect nothing but dog-carts 
and drags on the Boulevards and in the 
Bois de Boulogne, and when they con- 
scend to learn French, never speak it 
without the peculiar nasal cockney 
twang of Picadilly. The Russians, of 
whom there are always a largo colony 
here, are intensely Russe in everything, 
and spend more money on diamonds and 
champagne and questionable women 
than all the other foreigners put to- 
gether. Tho Germans, of whom we 
have also a great many here, are, as a 
rule, of an economical turn of mind; 
patronize cheap restaurants and third- 
class hotels, and assimilate with nothing 
as readily as beer. They are the least 
popular of all the foreigners here, for 
Paris has not yet forgotten 1871. But 
the American has not been a week in 
Paris before he waxes his moustache, 
dons a plug hat of the latest Parisian 
stylo at Chantils, sports lavender kids 
and a whale-bone cane with an ivory 
leg for a handle, wears narrow trowsers 
and tightly fitting cheviot sack-coat, 
and patent leather boots, and says "an 



plaisirP and "p<irdon, Monsieur," every 
fivo minutes. .

ASSEMBLY. 



FIRST SESSION. 



Thursday, Aug. 22ml. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:05 p.m. 

CAW 1100 ROAD TOLLS. 

Mr. Speaker read a message from his 
honor the Lieut. -Governor transmitting 
for the reconsideration of the House the 
Cariboo Wagon Road Tolls Amendment 
Bill and suggesting the insertion <5f a 
clause exempting from the toll all plant 
and material to be used in the construc- 
tion of the Canada Pacific Railway, said 
exemption to be subject to such regula- 
tions as the Lieut. -Governor in Council 
may provide. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Walkem the 
House went in committee of the whole to 
consider the clause, Mr. E. Brown in the 
chair. 

Mr. Mara suggested to the leader of the 
Government that it would bo as well, as 
originally intended, to keep in the words, 
"and supplies," as if supplies wove not ex- 
empted contractors would tender at a 
much higher figure for construction than 
otherwise. 

Mr. Wilson said ho did not agree with 
the hon. member and thought that tho 
Province was.going to tho vory verge of 
liberality in exempting plant and material. 

Mr. Smithe said he did not know 
whether ho was fully prepared to support 
tho exemption of supplies, but he had not 
heard anything from tho Government in 
support of their not being exempted. Tho 
remarks made by the member for Victoria 
City convinced him that that gentleman 
did not fully realize the importance of the 
railway. He seemed to think it right to 
throw overy obstacle in tho way of Can- 
ada. It was apparent to him that if they 
could induce any contractor or the Do- 
minion Government to commence the rail- 
way one day earlier by the exemption of 
supplies they would be conferring a great 
benefit on British Columbia; but he was 
awaro that if tho exemption of supplies 
wero made it would be open to abuse, as 
it would bo difficult to trace accurately 
what goods wore really for the use of the 
railway contractor. It was also possible 
that tho exemption would injure the pro- 
ducers of certain portions of the Mainland. 

Mr. Mara said that the only argument, 
against tho exemption of supplies was that 
after passing the toll gate they would find 
thoir way to private establishments, but 
tho whole matter would be under regula- 
tions emanating from the Government. 
With reference to the producers and mer- 
chants of tho Mainland he felt assured 
that they would rather see supplies ex- 
empted than permit any obstacle at 
this lato hour to be thrown in the way of 
railway construction.- 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said elsewhere tolls 
of this nature had not been removed, but 
in this instance plant and material had 
been exempted to show tho Dominion 
Government that tho Province is desirous 
ineverywayof facilitating railway con- 
struction. If supplies were exempted 
wholesale smuggling would bo carried on 
and it would require an army of officers to 
watch the goods marked "railway sup- 
plies," and ho did not doubt that parties 
residing on the lower mainland and con- 
tractors would avail themselves of the ex- 
emption and thus undersell the producers 
and merchants of the interior. He was 
glad that he had drafted the clause with 
the words "and supplies" blurred out. as 
the circumstance had given rise to dis- 
cussion. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that there 



passed through tho toll gate free under 
tho denomination of "railway supplies" 
and that it would be utterly impossible to 
prevent smuggling if tho exemption wero 
permitted. Ho believed that tho fact 
that contractors' supplies would havo to 
pay the toll would provo a certain protect- 
ion to producers of the* interior. Tho 
bill however wa? another evidence of the 
injustice of charging as heavy a toll for 12 
miles of the road as for its fidl length. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Vernon could not agree with his 
colleague (Mr. Mara) that it would be 
wiso to exempt supplies. Ho could easily 
see that it would be impossiblo to prevent 
smuggling if such wero the case and that 
contractors would bo afforded an oppor- 
tunity of unfairly competing with Main- 
land producers. 

Mr. Smithe said that the fact that the 
Government had originally drafted the 
clause with tho words "and supplies" in- 
cluded showed that in the first place they 
wero of tho same opinion as himself and 
his hon. friend Mr. Mara. 

The clause was then adopted and tho 
bill was reported, read a third time and' 
passed its final stage as amended. 

RETAIL LIQUOR LICENSES. 

Mr. Helgesen asked leave to introduce 
a bill to amend the lav respecting liquor 
licenses. 

Leave granted; bill read a first time; 
second reading on Monday next.

■ Mr. Smithe moved for copies of all cor- 
respondence (if any) which has taken place 
between the Government and the Com. 
mission appointed to enquire into the 
allegations of the members for Kootenay: 
"That the Leader of the Government had, j 
through his Kootenay agents or other- 
wise, and alone or in connection with any j 
other members of the House (of Assem- 
bly) virtually endeavored to influence !

Al- 
so, copies of all the correspondence which 
lias taken place between the Commission 
and Mr. Elliott in regard to the enquiry. 

The mover said it was duo to the coun- 
try, the House and those diroctly interest- 
ed in the matter that the information ask- 
ed for should bo brought down. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he had attempt- 
ed to anticipate tho resolution by having 
the correspondence printed and that it 
would bo brought down without delay." 
The resolution passed. 

SESSIONAL PAPERS. 
Mr. Smithe moved that all returns ask- 
ed for by the House, and not brought 
down before tho close of tho Session, bo 
printed and published with the other ses- 
sional papers. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem hoped the Govern- 
ment would be allowed a littlo latitude 



apd that returns not actually material I vision 



bo wrong and ho intended to do so. Ho 
defied hon. members to find anything so 
outriigoous as tho late Chief Commission- 
er's trip to Cariboo. It cost thousands of 
dollars and ho intended to look into the 
vouchers. Ho also was determined to get 
at tho bottom of other extraordinary ex- 
penditures and consequently would not 
withdraw his resolution. ' Ho had made 
up his mind to stand or fall by it. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said tho amend- 
ment was intended to burke investigation 
as it was well known that if it passed tho 
return it asked for could not possibly bo 
made this session. 

On division the amendment was lost 
and tho original resolution was carried. 

FINES. 

Mr. Smitho moved for corrospondonce 
between tho Government or any and every 
department thereof and F. Foord, Esq. , 
J. P. , relating to his non-roturn of convic- 
tions and non-payment of fines as roquir- 
ed by tho "Justices of tho Peace and Cor- 
oners Oaths' Act, 187-1," Sections 5 and 7. 
Carried. 

QUESTIONS PUT BY MEMBERS. 

Mr. E. Brown asked the Provincial 
Secretary have tho Government any in-

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said tho Govern- 
ment had not as yet come to any decision 
on this matter. 

Mr. Smitho's question as to whether the 
appointment of medical attendant of the 
lunatic asylum was offered to Dr. Jonos ;

Mr. Speaker ruled tho question out of 
order on the ground that it invitod an 
argument. 

Mr. Smithe asked whether the whole 
question was out of -order ; because if not 
the portion out of order might be struck 
out and question as amended put. 
Mr. Speaker did not reply. 
Mr. Smithe asked the Provincial Sec- 
retary what reason induced tho Govern- 
ment to cancel the appointment of T. J. 
Skinner, Esq., and appoint, F. Eoord, 
Esq., in his stead, to hold a Court of Ap- 
peal under the "Assessment Act, 1870," 
for the District of Salt Spring and adjac- 
ent Islands !

Mr. Wilson said the resolution was in- 
tended to unearth payments of an extra- 
ordinary character which had been con- 
fined, he heard, to Cowichan and Yalo by 
tho late Government. 

Mr. Smitho said it would be impossible 
to make a fair comparison of expenditure 
if only Cowihcan andYalewcrc dealt with. 
To judge whether the late Government 
had shown partiality hon. members should 
take every district and make a compara- 
tive analysis of expenditure from the pub- 
lic accounts already published. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the members 
for Yale and Cowichan were afraid of tho 
investigation. 
Mr. Vernon denied tho assertion and 
ySaid the information had already been 
published in the sessional papers; that

Mr. Smitho replied that the clause it- 
self was evidence that the Government 
believed tho road toll to be an obstacle in 
the way of railway construction and yet 
they bitterly opposed exempting supplies 
necessary for construction parties. Sup- 
porters of tho Government stated that 
there was not the least probability of the 
railway being built; but in the samo 
breath protested against exempting sup- 
plies.

It is with pleasure that I am able to in- 
form you of some reliable information I 
received from an old minor by tho name of 
Quigg, who arrived yesterday for fresh 
supplies, from a newly discovered gold 
Cold on tho Stickeen river. He, in ci 
puny with fivo others, by the names of 
Hank Elliott, Gcorgo Sansbery, Geor_ 
Nowls and Tom Arnold, loft Telegraph 
Creok on July 17th last with two loaded 
animals to prospect the headwaters of tho 
Stickoon. Owing to thoir being no good 
trail and thoir being heavily packed, they 
wero fourteen days in reaching a bar about 
18 miles above tho head of tho BigCanion, 
or 120 miles from hero. In crossing the 
rivor at the above point their boat capsiz- 
ed, tho little company losing nearly all 
thoir tools; but they saved their grub, after 
its getting thoroughly wet. Here they 
prospocted for sovoral days with what tools 
they had left and found dirt which will 
pay from §10 to §15 a day to the hand. 
Two of tho party then started out over to 
Doaso Creek for a whip-saw and tools, 
while Mr. Quigg came here for provisions. 
This bar is situated almost at the mouth 
of tho Ola-pan river, which empties into tho 
Stickeen. My informant .says that the 
way they wont they crossed tho Stickeen 
atMooro's Landing.and followed the wind- 
ing Indian trails round the Canion. An- 
other party of miners leave hero to-day 
for Ola-pan Bar. Mr. Quigg says this bar 
can bo worked all tho season. From all 
appearances it has not overflowed for 
years, as moss and grass are growing on 
the surface. Previous to reaching 01a- 
pan Bar, thoy found small prospects, but 
not sufficient to warrant thorn to locate. 
Tho further thoy went up the bettor pros- 
pects they found. Using .Mr. Quigg'a 
words, ho says- that anybody can mako a 
littlo money on it if thoy like work, and 
that tho bar they aro on is about ono 
and a half miles long and from seventy- 
five to one hundred feet wide. Ho also 
starts six Indians out on Monday, packers. 
At present ho does not adviso anybody to 
go unless thoy are able to take one or two 
Indians to pack. He was six days com- 
ing back.

Rail-way Correspondence Returns. 

There was laid before tho House yes- 
terday copies of correspondence between 
tho Local and Dominion Governments on 
tho railway question. On the 18th March 
tho Elliott Government asked to bo 
"definitely informed immediately by the 
Ottawa Government if construction will 
be commenced in this Province at an early 
period of the presont season." On the 
27th of March tho Secretary of Stato re- 
plied that as soon as mapping had boon 
concluded the Government would decide 
upon aroute,when tenders /would bo invit- 
ed. On tho 29th of May tho Ottawa 
Government asked for the reservation of 
tho land from Burrard Inlet to tho buui- 
mit of Yellowhead Pas3. On the 18th 
day of July tho Local Government sont a 
Minute of Council protesting against the 
removal of the steel rails. On tho 0th 
August tho following answer to tho pro- 
test was received and closes tho return : 
Tho Secretary of Stato to tho Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

Ottawa, 5th August, 1878. 

Received 20th Aug., 1878. 
Sir : — Adverting to your telegram of 
the 3rd ultimo, and to your dispatch, No. 
71, of tho lfith ultimo, and its accompany- 
ing copy of a Minute of your Executive 
Council, requesting that certain steel rails, 
now lying at Esquimalt and Nanaimo, 
may not bo removed, I havo tho honor to 
acquaint you, for tho information of Gov- 
ernment, that the rails in question aro be- 
ing removed to tho neighborhood of Yale, 
where it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to commence the construction of tho 
Canada Pacific Railway, under the Act of

EUROPE. 
Vienna, Aug. 21. — Tho official re- 
port of Gen. Phillipovieh shows that 
the capture of Serajevo was tho result 
of tho combined operations of his own 
force and that of Gen. TegethoiYs. They 
occupied Vishoa, on the 17th, captur- 
ing a quantity of arms and ammunition 
after an engagement in which he had 
eighty-two men wounded and four kill- 
ed. Ho advanced a considerable dis- 
tanco in the direction of Serajevo on 
Monday. Gen. TegethofFs force formed 
in an attacking column against the 
northern side of Serajevo and opened a 
cannonade against the castle at G.30 in 
the morning, tho insurgent artillery re- 
plying. Meanwhile the force of Gen. 
Phillipovieh, divided in two columns, 
was favored by a thick fog in effecting 
a swing movement. A column directed 
against the insurgents' position on tho 
westward of Serajevo commenced tho 
attack at 7:30, but the main column 
driving the insurgents with difficulty 
from strong positions only reached its 
appointed post on tho heights south of 
tho city at 10.30, when the insurgents' 
cannon wore* silenced and the Austrian 
infantry advanced in swarms. Gen. 
Phillipovieh says fighting of the most 
horrible kind ensued and lasted until 
1 :30. The troops were fired upon from 
every doorway and window. Even the 
women and sick and wounded insur- 
gents in the military hospitals partici- 
pated in incredible scenes of the wild- 
est fanaticism. It was only owing to 
the good discipline of the troops that 
the town was not more seriously dam- 
aged. As it is many houses are burn- 
ed. Our losses are larger. Tko insur- 
gent's fled in all directions, especially 
towards Gorasda and Rogatica. At 
the close of the righting the Imperial 
flag was hoisted and saluted amidst the 
cheers of the Christian population. 

Paris, Aug. 21.— Returns of the 
bureaux of elections show the Republi- 
cans have a majority in 54 out of 73 
counseils-general. 

Constantinople, Aug. 21. — Tho 
Bosnian insurrectionary chief Radj 
Codji accidentally wounded himself. 
He has ordered every Austrian com- 
mander captured to be hanged. 

London, Aug. 21. — A Pera corres- 
pondent says tbe Porte received an 
official telegram stating that the Rus- 
sians had summoned Lazis to* imme- 
diately evacuate Batoum ; but that 
Lazis refused. 

Vienna, Aug. 21. — Troops, ammu- 
nition and material arc constantly 
leaving Vienna for tho South. Great 
depression prevails and the people do 
not believe official assurances that the

support the insurgents. Opposition 
journals and leaders take advantage of 
the popular excitement about occur- 
rences in Bosnia to denounce the Im- 
perial cabinet and charge them with 
sending Magyars to the slaughter with 
the object of securing their extermina- 
tion. The: Hungarian troops have been 
the principal sufferers. 

London, Aug. 20. — A Vienna dis- 
patch says Count Zeicliy has informed 
the Porte that in the event of more 
bloodshed in those provinces Austria 
will definitely annex Bosnia- and Her- 
zegovina. 

A Berlin dispatch says the represen- 
tatives of Bavaria, Wurtcmburg and 
Saxony in the German Federal Coun- 
cil oppose the provisions of trfe Social- 
ist Bill. They regard it as tending to 
strengthen the Imperial power.
